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THE SYNDICATE AND ITS LOAN. 

In order further to aid the passage of the 
syndicate loan resolutions it was found ne- 
cessary to grant an increase of subsidy to 
each of the provinces, to which as to the 
railway subsidics, it was suddenly discovered 
they were entitled. A total capital of about 
24,000,000 was placed to the credit of the 
provinces, on which interest at five per cent. 
per annum isto be paid. In this way Onta- 
rio is to receive $142,400, Quebec $130,000, 
Nova Scotia $39,688, New Brunswick $30,235, 
Prince Edward Island §9,168, Manitoba 
$5,541 and British Columbia $4,155 per year, 
while the North-West with a population 
equal to Prince Edward Island or Manitoba 
and much greater than that of British Co- 
Jumbia, receives nothing. The elaborate de- 
tails furnished by the minister of finance as 
to the right of the various provinces to this 
increase of subsidy are too deep for North- 
Westers generally to fathom, but it is quite 
within their comprehensions io understand 
that because the members representing those 
provinces were required to vote for the loan 
or robbery, it was necessary that their pro- 
vinces should be indemnified in some way, 
and that because the North-West had no re- 
presentatives and no votes and therefore did 
not require to be conciliated, it was to get 
nothing. 

This #4,000,000 of additions to provincial 
subsidies added to the $9,000,000 paid as sub- 
sidies to the railways in the eastern provinces 
makes the nice little sum of $13,000,000 of 
which each person in the North-West has to 
pay four times more than his share in order 
that the C.P.R. company might receive a 
loan of $22,500,000 to build a line through 
Ontario and British Columbia. It is 
true that for the share of the North-West it 
has 1,000 miles of the road built at & cost of 
$17,000,000, and in return has Only been ask- 
ed to give 25,000,000 acres of land worth on 
the government and C.P.R. company's esti- 
mate $2.50 per acre, or 962,500,000 and that 
half the remaining land in the territories, the 
odd sections, is held as security for the re- 
payment into the federal treasury of $25,- 
000,000 cash subsidy, to be paid to the syndi- 
cate by the government. Furthermore not 
only isthe North-West compelled so to con- 
tribute towards the construction of the C.P. 
KR. but the advantages that would naturally 
accrue to the country from the building of 
1000 miles of railway through it are toa 
Kreat extent nullified hy the fact of the road 
being taken through the least fertile part of 
the whole country in order that the eastern 
and western provinces and the railway com. 
pany might benefit by having a direct through 
route from ocean to ocean, by the fact of 
allcompetition on transportation being shut 
off, the short rouce by way of Hudson's bay 
being practically closed by being placed un- 
der syndicate control; by the lands of the 
syndicate being exempted forever from mu- 
nicipal taxation, and the burden of making 
local improvements thrown entirely on the 
shoulders of the actual residents of the 
country.

people, and after three years of existence the 
company comes to thegovernment bankrupt, 
sceking assistance. Favors had been granted 
before, cash was now poured out like water, 
and millions more money was given in the 
form of a loan and guaranteed interest than 
the original cash bonus amounted to. Had the 
matter stopped there it would have been bad 
enough, but hardly had this grant been made 
before the insatiable company demanded fire 
millions more, while the eastern members 
were demanding railway bonuses a.d subsidies 
asa condition of their having granted the 
loan. Here a stroke of excellent business 
was done, and the one sum was used to satis- 
fy both the C.P.R. and the eastern members. 
Out of $9,000,000 subsidies granted to east- 
ern railways contracted or projected, the C. 
P.R. will get the benefit of a triffe over $5,- 
000,000 as subsidies to lines which are branch- 
es of that r ad. 

it is probable, however, that the company 
has at last got to the end of ita tether. It 
has now drained the last dollar out of Canada 
that the country can stand, or perhape afew 
millions more than it can Stand, and can 
hope for nothing further from that source. 
From this tine forward the company and the 
road must stand on their own merits, what- 
ever those merits are. Had the money that 
has now been contributed by the people of 
Canada towards the road been honestly spent 
upon it the road would have been built, 
but that it has not beeneospent goes without 
saying. Many millions have been spent in 
buying up eastern roads for the purpose of 
competing with the Grand Trunk and many 
millions have gone to swell the private for- 
tunes of the promoters of the project. Al- 
ready two of the prime movers, Messrs. An- 
gus and McIntyre have retired having made 
their pile—some $3,000,000 each, while presi- 
dent Stephen has builta million dollar dwelling 
and D. A. Smith has purchased coal mines 
and H.B. shares without number. This, be 
it remembered, has been done by the officers 
of a bankrupt and only partially constructed 
road It dows not need the gift of second 
sight to tell how the bank ruptcy came. It is 
strange that the retirement of these gentle- 
men should occur at a time when the road 
was 80 near completion, when such large 
additional aid had been received from the 
government and when the retiring gentle- 
men and their partners had both pockets full 
of money, and itis also strange that at the 
same juncture the minister of railwaye who 
asthe agent of the Canadian people in the 
matter is responsible to them for any defects 
there may have been in the management from 
their stand point retired also. Tupper

R. Hardisty at Calgary, from F. N. Gisborne 
inspector of telegraphs, dated Ottawa, April 
2th: “The minister of public worke ap- 
proves of my recommendation to erectan en- 
tirely new line of telegraph west of Battle- 
tord,by way of Pitt,and Victoria in Jieu of re- 
pairing and maintaining the old south trail 
line to Edmonton, provided always that the 
inhabitants on the former route will assist in 
construetion by furnishing guod spruce poles 
free of cost. Will you kindly inform me as 
tothe best trail, to avoid wooded lands, to 
adopt between Pitt and Ft. Saswatchewan 
and also as to the number of poles (35 to the 
mile, 22 feet long, 6 inches at the small end, 
spruce or juniper) which the people would 
agree to provide, aleothe probable cost of the 
number which we might have to purchase. 

No doubt it would be a very good thing to 
have the telegraph line removed and placed 
near the river, eo that boate and rafte could 
be telegraphed from and to at various pointe, 
but secing that the only settlements on the 
river are Victoria, Pitt, and Saddle lake,in 
which the population is not Jarge nor 
wealth superabundant, it is ecarcely to be 
expected that they will do much towards 
building 300 miles of telegraph line. As for 
the people of Edmonton and Ft. Saskatche- 
wan they would much prefer a line to Cal- 
gary, and if they gaveanything would give to 
it. But is it not running the think into the 
ground slightly when men whose rights as 
citizens are not recognized, whosé rights of 
landed property are unadjusted and subject 
to the arbitrary settlement of an irresponsi- 
ble government official, are in addition 
asked to contribute the greater proportion 
towards the construction of what 18 essen- 
tially a public work, to which they have by 
their ordinary contributionsto the revenue of 
the country given already three or four times 
their share. Tracts of land ou the bank of 
the river have been granted to different col- 
Onization societies while politica! favorites 
hold timber and coal limits. The pr fite of 
these men depend upon the opening Up of the 
country by telegraph and other mses, and 
the increase in values consequent Upon the 
labor and efforts of others. Let those men 
whouwe rights have been recognized and who 
depend on the exertions of others for their 
profits be called upon to foot she bill for 
these public works if they are to becon- 


structed. 

It is much to be regretted that the amend- 
ment to the homestead act as finally passed 
is not the same as when first introduced into 
the senate. As it stands now it cannot be 
be held to be a relaxation of the former law 
regarding residence on the homestead. For 
the privilege of residing two miles from his 
homestead a man must break nearly three 
times the amount of ground he would have 
to were he to live on it altogether. Of course 
it would be nonsense to expect him todo 
this. It isto be noticed that ghe 40 acres of 
improvement must be done on ghe homestead 
quarter section alone. It is well KNOWN that 
there are man ) localities in ghis and every 
other partially wooded district in the North- 
West in which the breaking of 40 acres on 
the homestead would entail ¢ heavy expense 
for clearing of wood and brush, which if part 
of the improvement were allowed on the pre- 
emption would not be required. By com- 
Pelling the improvements to be made on the 
homestead quarter section only, the man who 
does not reside on his claim must either take 
one well clear of brush or none at all, while 
it should be the care of the departinent 
to get as many men to take claims as close 
together as possible and especially to get non- 
residents on the less valuable claims. Cer- 
tainly it is better to havea non-resident set-

part of the amended clause stating that an 
applicant for patent must not be absent from 
his residence for more than six months in any 
one year, is capable of two interpretations 
and as is usual in matters in which the land 
department is concerned, the most natural 
interpretation is the one not put upon it by 
the officials. At firet reading of the sentence 
it is generally concluded that the meaning is 
fulfilled if a person is not absent from his 
land for more than six months at any one 
time di ring the year, The department, how- 
ever, considers that the meaning is that a 
person must not be absent for an aggregate 
period of more than six months in each year. 
If it was the desire of the government to 
make the homestead law more liberal they 
should have done so. From the comments of 
the Manitoba and North-West press the 
the amendment as originally proposed met 
the views of the people of the North-West 
very well. But to have tinkered at the act 
without amending it or practically changing 
it seems to be a something more worthy of a 
meddlesome fish wife than of men laying 
claim to the rank of legislators and states- 
men.

Although Carrying a volume of water 
as great as that of the main stream at the 
junction, and reputed to be the depository of 
gold and other valuable metals and minerals 
as far as known no efforts have ever been 
made to explore it thoroughly or even tra- 
verse it until this winter, excepting the over- 
land expedition made some fifteen years ayo 
by Messrs. Brown, stephen, and others. 
This winter, however, Mr. McArthur, D.L.8 

was sent out by the federal government to 
traverse it throughout its entire length, if 
possible. After his departure, Messrs. Thos 
Edmundson and Dan Macrae beca \. 
ed of an idea thatthey tov would like to see 
what inysteries it contained and accordingly 
left hefe on the 6th February with a train of 
dogs and supplies, bound for the head waters. 
} ed in c i 
they arrived at @ point on Bere: nor Mb 


turning and Macrae King on alone. 


Macrae started out alone on the 28th of 
February with a train of seven dogs and having 
a load of about 400 pounds in the sleigh. He 
travelled ahead on snow shoes and the dogs 
followed, pulling their load without difticulty. 
I'he snow was deep and there was little or no 
crust for the first week after starting. Mac- 
rae travelled on snow shoes and followed on 
McArthur’s trail. He took no provisions for 
the dogs, depending upon shooting enough 
rabbits and partridges to supply them and 
succeeded in doing ao, He started in the 
morning about daybreak and travelled until 
two in the afternoon, then cam and hunt- 
ed until night. Had no trouble in killing 
enough game to supply the dogs. Reached 
the mouth of the North Fork on the second 
day after leaving Edmundson, The banks of 
the river were high and of clay, partially 
timbered, situilar to the banks at Edmonton 
for this distance. In tnany places there were 
cut banks. The North Fork was as wide at 
its mouth as the main river, with similar 
banks, but a mile above the wouth the 
banks were of rock, which continued as far 


as Macrae travelled. Wherever the stream | 


struck the foot of the high bank the walls of 
rock rose perpendicularly.
